MR. EDITOR :—My last, Ihelieve, was written 


from Maidcnhithc. The next morning I rose ear- 
ly, and walked 23 miles before dinner, in order 
to meet, the railroad to Oxford, at which place I 
arrived early in the afternoon. 


My walk on that morning was an interesting 


one. I passed the native town of the groat Arch 
Bishop Laud, and saw the old cathedral in which 
:ie was accustomed to perform the Church servi- 
ces. In a town called Pangbourn, ] also saw old 
Roman Ruins—and in the little village of Goring 
are the remains of an ancient Monastery, which, 
"horribile dictu," the avarice of man has con- 
verted into a barn, and a yard for haymows and 
cattle. 


After I readied the railway stalion, it was taut 


an hour's ride to Oxford, through a beautiful 
country, and on a fine sunny September clay. 


I thought of going a few miles out of my way 


to visit Wantage, the birthplace of Alfred the 
Great and Bishop Butler, but then T would have 
missed the railway and boon obliged to have 
waited anoiher day, so that 1 contented myself 
with barely coming in sight of the town. 
Read- 


ing, the capital of Berkshire, (from which our 
Pennsylvania Reading and Berk's derive their 
names,) is a fine old town, with a fine old Cathe- 
dral 


I have spoken so much in my former letters of 


the rich scenery and beautiful prospects in Eng- 
land, that I am almost ashamed to speak of them 
again, but the country through which we travel- 
led by railroad to Oxford, was as beautiful as that 
of the day before. You may judge that I was 
anxious enough on my approach lo Oxford, and 
when the towers and spires (almost countless) be- 
gan to appear through the parks and groves, and 
we were really approaching this old and sacred 
city, 1 felt that almost the greatest hope of my 
lifetime was about to be realized. Next to Je- 
rusalem, there is no city in the world I would 
rather visit than Oxford. 


And now that I have seen Oxford and rambled 


among its sacred scenery, and beheld with awe 
and delight the varied and rich specimens of an- 
cient architecture, I think I can say that my high- 
est antieipnlioivs have been more than fulfilled. 


The night after I arrived was a beautiful one, 


and I shall never forget the impression of my first 
walk in Oxford—the calm and classic beauty of 
Old Isis—the hundred spires glancing in she pale 
moonlight—the venerable and 'Mime-touched" 
walls of the Colleges that met me at every cor- 
ner, and seemed to be scattered all th.-o' the town. 


It would be indeed a vain task to attempt a re- 


al and full description of all the Colleges and cu- 
riosiiics of Oxford, so that yuitr readers must be 
content with a bare mention of a few of the ob- 
jects that most particularly interested me. 


There arc belonging to this University, 2C Col- 


leges, (each of which appears to be a half a dox- 
en of times larger than an American College,) 
and 1C Churches. These buildings, built in the 
most costly style, piescnt a variety of rich, an- 
cient, and splendid architecture, sufficient to suit 
every taste. 
Many of them have stood the tebt 


and the taste of four centuries, and they are still 
durable and beautiful. 
There is something in 


true beauty that is immutable, at least when ap- 
plied to ihe fine arts. When Socrates said "Beau- 
ty is a charm and a tyranny that is short lived," 
he spoke, perhaps, rather of a wom:m'h fnco than 
of architecture. The Chapel of Magdalen Col- 
lege was beautiful when it wa? founded by \Vayn- j 
flntc, m the 15th ceniury—it h:is bum beautiful] a bench and flogged, as frequently h'ap- 


paintings., which alone are worthy of a visit to ! h i™' he, set a 3arSe buil do& ul)on lhe 


calf, which soon brought him lo the 
ground, uttering piteous cries. 
The 


horse, which till now had seemingly paid 
no attention, aroused by the cries of dis- 
tress, no sooner perceived the perilous 
situation of his helpless companion, than 
wiih ears leered, jaws distended, mane 
and tail erect, he hastened to his relief ! 


The dog still continued his hold, de- 


spite the threatening aspect of the horse, 
when the noble fellow, fastening his 
teelh upon the dog-, with one loss threw 
him completely over the adjacent fence ! 
Meanwhile, the butcher approached so 
near as to catch hold of the calf as he 
was rising, which the horse perceiving, 
he turned upon him his posterior artil- 
lery, throwing- his heels every lime still 
nearer the butcher's head, uniil he also 
was glad lo relinquish his hold.

what a proud and exulting air he pran- 
ced around his liberated charge, with 
head and tail erect, snorting defiance to 
all oppressors ! In fact, before the butch- 
er (ah ! who would be one?) could se- 
cure his subject, he had first lo secure 
this champion of freedom in the stable. 


COLD AS ICE. 


Few are aware of the indefinitencss of 


ihisexpression. Comparatively we might 
say as warm as ice. 
There may be 72 


degrees of lhe thermometer difference in 
Lower Canada in the temperature of dif- 
ferent pieces of ice. 
Water becomes ice 


at 32 degrees above zero, and this may 
fall or increase in coldness to 40 degrees 
heloiu zero in that climate. If an ani- 
mal were capable of becoming so cold, 
still retaining life 
and 
sensibility, a 


touch of 32 degrees would feel not only 
warm, but perhaps burning hot. 
In a 


commercial point of view, the colder the 
ice, the more valuable it i?, because it re- 
tains the cold proportionally longer, and 
endures the heat of summer much bet- 
ter. 
Thus, long before a cubic foot of 


Upper Canada ice has melted, a cubic 
foot of English ice has become warm 
waier. 
The colder lhe winter, lhe more 


valuable lhe ice for exportation and sto- 
ring.—Boston Post.

Almost lhe first object of interest that I saw 


connected with the University, was the famous 
bell, "Big Tom," which hangs in the Tower of 
Christ's Church College. This is one of die lar- 
gest bells in the world, and weighs 17.000 pounds; 
the clapper alone weighs 400 pounds. "The fol- 
lowing inscription is engraved upon it, "Magnus 
Thomas clusius Oxoniensis, reiiatus 1680." In 
Pembroke College I saw the room which Dr. 
Johnson occupied, whilst he was connected with 
the Institution. 
A beautiful promenade along 


the river Cliorwell, is called -'Addison's walk," 
said to be a resort of that eminent writer whilst 
a student of Queen's College. 


Near the north end of the town, is a monument 


erected to the memory of Bishops Cranmer, Rid- 
ley and Latimer, on the very spot upon which 
they suffered martyrdom by fire, two hundred 
years ago. 


All around Oxford are beautiful walks and sha- 


dy rows regularly laid out, and I suppose in time 
it may become as noted for its classic groves as 
ancient Greece. The stranger in Oxford is de- 
lighted with the perpetual music of her fine toned 
bells. Like the church doors of •'Dreamland," 
which were never closed, so the church chimes 
of Oxford arc never silent 


"From balmy morn till dewy eve." 


The first sound that strikes your ear in the mor- 
ning, and the last that lulls you lo sleep ai night, 
is the rich music of these holy, never-ceasing 
chimes. There is something hallowing to the 
feelings and elevating to the soul, to stand upon 
the banks of the Isis — consecrated by so many 
holy associations — surrounded by towers and 
churches, whose fine stained windows reflect 
"dim religious light" from the pale moon, and 
listen to the sweet softening peal, as it comes 
stealing slowly through the air. 
If man has one 


holy chord in his heart, it must, be touched by 
such a scene. 


As I carae to Oxford delighted, so I shall leave 


it this evening with regret. 
Except the Colle- 


ges, it is not a place of muchinterest or business. 
Though in former times, it was an important ci- 
ty of England, and there are some interesting his- 
torical associations connected with it. Richard 
Coeur de Leon, the valiant knight-king, -was 
born here. This was the head quarters of the 
army of the unfortunate and ill-treated martyr- 
king, Charles I. at the time of the civil wars be- 
tween the Crown and the Puritans. 


Oxford is a favored city, and it ought to be a 


good city. 
With a church upon almost every 


corner, and a chapel ornamenting every street, 
and a spire overtopping every square, and 


''A chime, 


As of olden time," 


sending out sweet music continually, it would 
seem an unfit abode for sin and unholincss. 
But 


I am told, that in spite of all this privilege, "the 
world, the flesh and the devil," are rampant in 
Oxford. They tell me it is a wicked place, and I 
myself have seen no evidences of extraordinary 
sanctity. 
The people of the town, and the stu- 


dents of the University, quarrel and wrangle con- 
tinually, and one of the finest engravings that I 
have seen hero, is one of a great riot and open 
quarrel in the public streets between lhe citizens 
and students. 


The house in which "Amy Robsart" (the lass 


immortalized by Scott in Ivenihvorth) was born 
and lived, is near Oxford, it lies a short distance 
to the left of the railroad by which 1 entered the 
town. 


Bui I must close my letter, as it is lime for me 


to make arrangements to leave Oxford. I hope 
to be able to reach Stratford upon Avon. Shuks- 
pcarc's home, by Sunday, and spend the day in 
the town in which he lived, and worship in the 
church in which he is buried.
